The Memorandum Su:peaded a Few 
Days—The Position of Servia 
and Mentenegro. 
Telegram to the Constitution. 


Lonpon, June 3.—The Paris corres- 
ndent of the Times says it seems now 
eyond doubt that Russia is in accord 
with the other powers, and has agreed 
to postpone. the presentation of the 
Berlin memorandum to the porte. 

The Times’ Berlin dispatch dec'ares 
that the action of Roumania and Servia 
in relation to their contemplated dec- 
laration of independence will doubtless 
be governed by Russia, who seems wil- 
ling to recognize Murad upon the con- 
dition that heabandon the idea of wa- 
ging war against Servia and Montene- 
gro. As, however, Murad’s party is 
bent upon such a war, it is expected 
that the new sultan will give no binding 
promise. 

Three British men of war are reported 
cru'sing off the Dalmatian coast, to pre- 
ventthe landing of arms for the insur- 
gents, in the meantime warlike prepa- 
rations continue. Servia has just an- 
nounced her adhesion tothe Geneva 
convention relative to the treatment of 
the wounded. : 
The official gazette of Montenegro 
declares that afresh armistice is im- 
possible, and says the insurrection will 
now continue in good earnest. 
Lonpon, June 3.—The Times, in its 
second edition, publishes a special dis- 
patch, dated Berlin, June 2, saying it 
appears that the powers have suspen- 
ded action on the Berlin memorandum 
for a fewdays in order to allow the new 
Turkish government to give unmistak- 
able indication of their policy and their 
power of maintaining themselves.

‘I have planted myself squarely on 
the side of morality and will abide its 
conseyuences,”’ Allow the defeat of 
such a man, pussessing too every other 
qualification for the 
discharge respon- 
sible duties of chief magistrate; 
one whose chief inheritance was an 
uncompromising loyalty to the 
state of Georgia; one whose whole life 
has known naught else but fidelity to 
every public trust, both in the councils 
ofthe nation and in the fieid, and it 
would confirm old men in the opinion, 
and our sons would grow up with the 
conviction that any decided stand in 
favor of virtue and truth would be fatal 
to all aspirations for popular favor. 

Never since the organization of our 
state government has there been a time 
more opportune than the present to iin- 
press our young men with the fact that 
the question of true and lasting distinc- 
tion is one of competency, integrity and 
fidelity to the best interests of the 
state. 

The thousand executive appointees

Correspondence of the Constitution, 
NASHVILLE, May 30, 1876. 

On last Saturday, May 27, the univer- 
sity celebrated “Founder’s Dav,” the 
eighty-second anniversary of Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt’s birth. By the laws 
of the university this day is set apart 
as an annual memorial of the founder’s 
munificence in endowing the institu- 
tion. Year after year it will be honor- 
ed with appropriate ceremonies, in 
which the authorities of the university, 
the students and the public will partic- 
ipate. Rightly enough the prominent 
dav in the calendar of the university ; 
and the spirit with which it will be ob- 
served was forcibly stated in the open- 
ing speech of Bishop McTyeire when he 
said: “The world might be richer in 
besefactions if it were more grateful to 
its benefactors.” 

The day was beautiful. The fine 
grounds, lookiug more like the park of 
a palace than the campus of a_ univer- 
sity, were as attractive as taste and 
skill, added to nature’s luxuriance, 
could make them.
